Sib  —In  compliaDce  with  law.  Part  I  of  the  twenty-second  annual 
insurance  report  of  this  office  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 
This  part  of  the  report  relates  to  companies  transacting  a  fire 
and  marine  insurance  business  under  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral laws  relating  thereto;  to  companies  transacting  a  steam 
boiler,  plate  glass,  fidelity,  casualty  or  surety  insurance  business, 
to  wbien  tbe  provisions  of  the  laws  governing  the  business  of  fire 
and  marine  insurance  were  extended  by  act  approved  May  31, 
1879;  to  companies  transacting  an  accident  insurance  business  un- 
<ler  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  June  7,  1889,  and  to  the 
<:ounty  and  township  mutual  companies  transacting  business  under 
the  several  acts  providing  for  the  organization  of  county  and  town- 
ship mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  county  mutual  live  stock  in- 
surance companies  and  county  mutual  wind  storm  insurance  com- 
panies. 

Herein  will  be  found  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  the 
companies  transacting  these  several  kinds  of  insurance  business, 
which  up  to  this  date  have  complied  for  the  current  year  with  the 
laws,  and  have  been  licensed  or  authorized  to  transact  their  appro- 
priate business  in  this  State.  These  statements  exhibit  the  financial 
condition  of  the  respective  companies  on  December  31,  1889,  their 
operations  during  the  past  year  and  the  business  transacted  by 
them  in  this  State  during  the  same  period.  The  information  con- 
tained in  these  statements  has  been  tabulated  herein,  in  the  usual 
form,  for  convenient  reference  and  comparison;  showing,  in  respect

to  each  company,  the  character  of  assets,  the  nature  of  liabilities,, 
the  sources  of  income,  the  purposes  of  expenditures,  and  the  bus- 
iness written  and  in  force.

NEW   COMPANIES. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  four  mutual  companies  have 
been  incorporated  under  the  act  of  March  11,  1869,  viz.:

INCREASE  OF  CAPITAL. 

The  Firemen's  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  which  just  pre- 
vious to  its  statement  of  a  year  ago,  had  taken  st9ps  to  increase 
its  capital  stock  to  $250,000,  has  since  been  examined,  and  the 
commissioners  appointed  to  make  such  examination  have  certified 
that  the  capital  as  fixed  by  its  amended  charter  has  been  paid  in 
and  is  possessed  by  the  company  in  such  securities  as  are  required 
by  law. 

ILLINOIS   MUTUAL   AND   PACIFIC  MUTUAL  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

After  the  receipt  of  the  annual  statements  for  December  31, 
1889,  of  the  Illinois  Mutual  and  Pacific  Mutual  Insurance  Com- 
panies, both  of  Alton,  an  examination  of  both  companies 
was  made,  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  their  annual  statements. 
The  result  of  the  examination  showed  a  condition  so  materially 
at  variance  with  the  statements,  that  it  was  deemed  necessary, 
in  order  to  present  a  correct  exhibit  of  their  condition,  to  append 
the  result  of  the  examination  to  the  abstracts  of  their  statements 
herein. 


ADMITTED. 

Since  the  date  of  last  report,  authority  to  do  business  in  this 
State  has  been  given  eighteen  companies  that  had  not,  prior  to  the 
date  of  such  authority,  been  doing  business  in  Illinois. 

Table  No.  1  gives  the  name;  location,  date  of  admission,  and 
amount  of  paid  up  capital  stock,  of  each  company  so  admitted. 
Each  company  named  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  in- 
surance laws  of  this  State.

The  statement  received  from  the  Minneapolis  Mutual  Fire  In-

These  figures  show  a  still  further  increase  in  the  volume  of 
business  transacted  in  this  State.  The  risks  written  in  1889  were 
$26,8^9)751  in  excess  of  those  written  in  1888 — and  the  premiums 
received  $357,258.71  in  excess  of  those  received  in  1888.  In  the 
average  premium  rate  charged,  there  is  no  appreciable  difference 
shown.  While  the  result  of  the  business  of  1889  shows  an  increase 
in  the  ratio  of  losses  incurred  to  risks  written  and  to  premiums 
received,  as  compared  with  the  business  of  1888,  it  is  apparent 
from  the  figures  that  the  business  in  this  State  during  the  past 
year  was  transacted  at  a  handsome  profit  to  the  companies. 

The  amount  of  business  transacted  in  this  State  by  each  com- 
pany, with  the  corresponding  average  premium  rate  and  the  ratio 
of  losses  to  risks  written,  and  to  premiums  received,  is  shown  in 
tables  numbered  8  and  9. 

A  comparison  of  the  business  of  the  last  year  with  that  of  former 
years  since  1869,  is  presented  in  tables  numbered  10  and  11. 


DISTRICT,   COUNTY  AND   TOWNSHIP   MUTUAX  INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

There  are,  in  addition  to  the  companies  heretofore  mentioned, 
one  hundred  and  seventy-four  district,  county  and  township  mutual 
fire  insurance  companies  organized  in  this  State  and  authorized 
to  transact  business,  as  follows: 

Twelve  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  organized  under  special 
acts;  twenty-eight  county  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  organ- 
ized or  re-organized  under  "An  act  to  organize  and  regulate  county 
fire  insurance  companies,"  in  force  July  1,  1877;  nineteen  town- 
ship mutual  fire  insurance  companies  organized  under  "An  act  to 
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incorporate  and  govern  mutaal  fire  insurance  companies  in  town- 
ships," in  force  July  1,  1872,  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  town- 
ship mutual  fire  insurance  companies  organized  under  revision  of 
said  act,  in  force  July  1,  1874 

The  names  of  these  companies,  their  location,  the  names  of 
their  officers,  the  law  under  which  operating  and  the  date  of  com- 
mencing business  will  be  found  in  table  numbered  12,  and  an  ex- 
hibit of  their  condition  and  business  is  given  in  table  numbered 
13. 

Table  No.  14  presents  the  aggregate  business  transacted  by  this 
class  of  companies  in  this  State  for  each  year  since  1873,  together 
with  the  ratio  of  losses  to  risks  in  force,  and  the  ratio  of  total 
expenditures  to  risks  in  force  for  each  of  the  several  years. 

The  members  of  the  Union  Fire  Aid  Insurance  Company,  of 
Bed  Bud,  Bandolph  county,  whose  special  charter  expired  Febru- 
ary of  this  year,  organized  under  the  township  mutual  fire  insur- 
ance act,  under  the  name  of  the  Horse  Prairie  Township  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Twp.  4  S.,  R.  8  W.,  3d  P.  M.,  and 
filed  declaration  and  charter  in  this  office  October  15,  1889,  but 
did  no  business  prior  to  December  31,  1889.  This  company,  there- 
fore, and  the  two  companies  which  organized  since  December  31, 
1889,  are  not  included  in  table  numbered  13. 

COUNTY   MUTUAL  LIVE   STOCK  COMPANIES. 

Four  county  mutual  live  stock  insurance  companies,  organized 
under  the  act  of  June  16,  1887,  have  filed  statements  and  received 
authority  to  continue  business  during  the  current  year.  Tables 
numbered  15,  16  and  17  exhibit  their  names,  condition  and  the 
business  transacted  by  them. 

The  Cook  County  Provident  Mutual  Live  Stock  Insurance  Com- 
pany was  examined  by  the  department  during  the  year,  and  in 
coDsequence  of  the  condition  ascertained,  was  reported  to  the 
Attorney  General.  A  receiver  was  subsequently  appointed  on  a 
suit  brought  by  policy  holders.

JUDICIAL  DECISIONS. 

A  decision  of  importance  in  connection  with  the  insurance 
statutes  has  been  given  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  touch- 
ing the  right  of  a  number  of  persons  to  voluntarily  associate  to 
do  a  fire  insurance  business,  and  to  appropriate  to  themselves  cer- 
tain privileges  and  assume*  certain  functions  and  characteristics 
which  are  to  be  acquired  by  incorporating  under  the  law,  with- 
out incorporating  and  assuming  the  obligations  and  responsibilities 
attendant  upon  such  incorporation. 

This  decision  was  rendered  in  the  proceedings  against  the  Amer- 
ican Lloyds  (limited),  of  Chicago.  In  the  latter  part  of  1888,  a 
number  of  persons  in  Chicago  associated  themselves  under  the 
above  name,  by  written  articles  of  association,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  business  of  fire  insurance,  without  conforming  to 
the  requirements  of  the  insurance  law  in  respect  to  associating 
and  becoming  a  corporate  body.  The  articles  provided  that  the 
persons  associated,  and  all  who  should  thereafter  sign  the  articles, 
should  be  known  as  the  American  Lloyds  (limited),  and  that  the 
members  thus  associated  should  be  liable  to  contribute  to  a  trust 
fund  such  sums  as  they  should  subscribe — and  should  share  in 
the  profits  of  the  business  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  their 
respective  contributions.  The  amount  so  subscribed  was  $100,000, 
of  which  $20,000  was  paid  in.  Losses  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
accumulation  of  profits,  and  the  liability  of  the  subscribers  or 
members  for  losses  was  expressly  limited  in  the  articles  and  in 
the  certificates  or  policies  of  insurance  to  the  amount  of  their 
subscriptions  and  the  accumulated  premiums.  Each  member  was 
entitled  to  certificate  of  full  paid  membership  for  each  $1,000 
paid  in,  which  certificate  was  transferable.  It  was  not  believed 
that  the  statutes  of  this  State  permitted  the  association  of  persons 
in  this  manner  for  such  purpose.  The  association  having  entered 
upon  the  transaction  of  a  fire  insurance  business  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  was  filed 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  county  by  the  Attorney  G<^neral 
against  the  persons  so  associated,  charging  them  with  usurping 
corporate  powers  and  franchises,  unlawfully  assuming  to  be  a  body 
corporate,  and  usurping  a  corporate  name.  The  defendants  de- 
murred thereto,  setting  out  that  they  were  exercising  a  natural 
right  guaranteed  by  the  constitutions  of   the  State  of  Illinois  and 
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of  the  United  States;  that  they  had  intruded  into  ho  office  or 
franchise;  that  the  law  concerning  fire  insurance  companies  had 
no  application  to  them,  and  that  the  American  Lloyds  (limited) 
was  not  and  did  not  purport  to  be  a  corporation.  Judgment  wa& 
entered  against  the  defendants  and  the  case  appealed.  The  Supreme- 
Court  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  The  opinion  of 
the  court  is  as  follows: 

"The  question  here  is  whether  under  the  facts  presented  by  this- 
record  *any  association  or  number  of  persons  are  acting  within 
this  State  as  a  corporation  without  being  legally  incorporated.*  If 
they  are  the  judgment  below  is  authorized  by  our  statute  entitled- 
•quo  warranto,'  chapter  112,  R.  8.  1874,  p.  787,  and  must  be 
affirmed,  otherwise  it  must  be  reversed. 

"We  think  it  clear,  that  in  two  respects  at  least,  these  respond- 
ents are  acting  as  a  corporation,  and  it  is  not  pretended  that  they 
are  actually  incorporated,  namely:  first,  in  professedly  limiting: 
their  liability  to  the  amount  of  money  contributed  by  each;  second, 
in  assuming  to  give  perpetuity  to  the  business  by  making  mem- 
bership certificates  transferable  by  the  assignment  of  the  member 
or  his  personal  representatives.  It  may  be,  as  contended  by  coun- 
sel, that  individuals  may  insure  property  against  loss  by  fire; 
they  cannot  limit  their  liability  to  any  given  amount  of  capital 
they  choose  to  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  nor  can  they  perpetuate 
the  business,  without  change  of  capital,  beyond  their  own  lives 
indefinitely.

^The  fact  that  these  respondents  may  be  legally  held  individually- 
liable  upon  any  policies  they  may  have  issued  does  not  relieve  them 
of  the  charge  of  having  acted  as  a  corporation.  They  are,  if  individ- 
ually liable,  only  liable  because  they  have  no  statutory  authority 
to  do  what  they  have  assumed  to  do,  because  instead  of  beiug  a> 
corporation  in  tact  they  have  usurped  the  powers  of  a  corporation* 

*'Were  we  to  hold  that  these  respondents  can  do,  without  any 
legislative  authority,  what  they  here  assume  to  do,  our  insurance 
laws  ought  to  be  repealed,  for  individuals  then,  by  organizing  in 
this  manner,  could  escape  both  individual  and  corporate  liability, 
beyond  the  amount  of  assets  they  might  choose  to  place  in  the 
hands  .of  their  trustees  as  the  basis  of  their  liability.  No  public 
officer  could  investigate  whether  the  amount  is  in  fact  paid  in, 
how  it  is  invested  or  how  secured,  and  the  public  would  thus  have 
practically  no  protection  against  dishonest  companies. 

•'These  respondents,  if  they  will  carry  on  the  business  of  insurance^ 
must  either  openly  act  upon  their  responsibility  as  individuals,  or 
they  must  become  incorporated  and  subject  themselves  to  the  laws- 
governing  such  incorporations. 

"The  judgment  is  affirmed/' 
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A  rehearing  in  this  case  has  been  granted  by  the  court,  upon 
which  no  opinion  has  yet  been  filed. 

A  disputed  point  in  reference  to  the  application  of  the  recip- 
rocal and  retaliatory  provisions  of  section  29  of  the  fire  insurance 
law — act  of  March  11,  1869 — has  also  been  settled  within  the  year 
by  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State.  The  Germania 
Insurance  Company,  of  New  Orleans,  and  other  Louisiana  fire  in- 
surance companies,  had  been  charged  under  the  reciprocal  provis- 
ions of  said  section  29,  with  the  amount  of  license  fee  or  tax, 
which  the  law  of  Louisiana  imposed  on  companies  of  other  States 
doing  business  there.  These  amounts  were  paid  under  protest,  and 
the  Germania  brought  suit  to  recover  the  amount  so  paid,  on  the 

f  round  that  no  Illinois  insurance  company  was  doing  business  in 
Louisiana,  and  that  the  reciprocal  provisions  of  section  29  only  became 
operative  when  a  company  of  this  State  was  in  fact  doing  business  in 
Louisiana.  The  case  was  tried  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon 
Oounty,  and  judgment  was  rendered  for  the  defendent,  whereupon 
^he  insurance  company  took  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
where  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  was  afBrmed.  In  the  opin- 
ion affirming  this  judgment  the  Supreme  Court  says: 

"The  constitutionality  of  this  section  was  sustained  in  Home 
Insurance  Co.  vs.  Swigert,  104  111.,  666,  and  the  only  question  upon 
it  now  presented  for  our  determination  is,  whether  it  becomes 
•operative  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  law  with  the  desig- 
nated requirement  by  the  foreign  State,  or  not  until  %l  company 
acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  have  agencies  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  business  in  such  foreign  State.  The  court 
below  held  the  former  and  counsel  for  appellant  contend  for 
the  latter.  Appellant's  counsel  contends  that  the  words  'and 
having'  are  qualified  by  the  word  'whenever,'  so  that  the  sen- 
tence should  read,  'whenever  the  existing  or  future  laws  of  any 
State  *  #  #  shall  require  *  *  #  aj^j  Yrhen 
such  companies  shall  have  agencies  in  such  other  State,'  etc.  But 
this  is  palpably  contrary  to  the  natural  meaning  of  the  language  as 
-employed  in  the  section.  The  time  lohen  is  plainly,  'whenever  the 
existing  or  future  laws  of  any  State  #  *  *  shall  require,* 
^tc.  Does  a  law  any  the  less  require  a  thing  to  be  done  because 
there  is  no  present  subject  matter  upon  which  to  operate?  The 
requirement  of  the  law  is  but  the  declaration  of  the  rule  to  be 
observed,  and  it  must  antecede  the  facts  which  call  it  into  action. 
The  existence  of  the  law  and  the  existence  of  a  present  subject 
matter  upon  which  it  will  take  eifect,  are  entirely  distinct  things.  The 
former  depends  upon  the  will  of  the  legislature,  while  the  latter  de- 
pends upon  the  conduct  of  the  people  in  the  respect  contemplated 
by  the  law,  after  the  law  is  in  force  as  a  rule  of  action.  Thus  the 
law  prohibiting  sales  of  spirituous  liquors  without  a  license  is 
none  the  less  the  law  because  nobody  may  want  to  sell  liquors.  It 
•does  not  actively  operate  upon  any  particular  person  until  some 
one  wants  to  sell  liquors,  bat  whenever  that  occurs  it  is  actively 
operative  upon  that  person,  although  it  may  be  years  after  the  law 
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first  weut  into  force  as  a  rule  of  action.  So  here  the  existing  law 
in  LfOuisiana  requires  of  insurance  companies  organized  under  the 
laws  of  other  States,  (and  therefore  of  this  State)  and  having 
agencies  in  that  State,  to  pay  an  annual  license  of  $400,  etc.  The 
words  'and  having  agencies  in  this  State,'  as  they  occur  in  the^ 
law  are  plainly  but  a  part  of  the  description  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter upon  which  the  law  is  to  operate,  and  are  not  a  statement  of 
the  iinie  when  ihe  law  is  to  exist  or  be  in  force.  The  existing 
law  makes  the  requirement —declares  the  rule — and  it  remains  in 
force  just  as  well  without  as  with  a  present  subject  matter  upon 
which  to  actively  operate.  And  since  it  is  the  existence  of  the 
law  and  not  the  application  of  the  law  to  its  subject  matter,  that 
•determines  when  section  29  shall  be  obligatory,  it  must  follow  that 
it  18  unimportant  whether  insurance  companies  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  have  agencies  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  or 
not 

"Xhe  manifest  purpose  of  this  enactment  is  to  restrict  insurance 
companies  of  other  States  in  doing  business  in  this  State,  by  pre- 
cisely the  same  restrictions  with  which  insurance  companies  of  this 
State  are  restricted  in  doing  business  in  such  other  States,  respec- 
tively, and  so,  necessarily,  our  law  must  read,  with  respect  to  insur- 
ance companies  of  Louisiana  doing  business  in  this  State,  in  the 
exact  language  and  meaning  of  the  law  of  Louisiana  with  respect 
to  insurance  companies  of  other  States  doing  business  in  that 
State.  But  the  contention  of  counsel  for  appellant  leads  to  the 
absurd  (as  it  seems  to  us)  result,  that  because  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana has  imposed  upon  all  foreign  insurance  companies  such  severe 
restrictions  as  to  practically  prohibit  Illinois  insurance  companies 
from  doing  business  in  that  State,  no  restriction  is  imposed  by  the 
laws  of  this  State  upon  insurance  companies  of  Louisiana  aoing 
buBiness  in  this  State,  other  than  such  as  are  imposed  upon  do- 
mestic companies,  since  it  is  evident  that  the  sole  reason  why  Illi- 
nois insurance  companies  have  no  agents  for  the  transaction  of 
business  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  may  be,  and  probably  is,  be- 
cause of  the  severity  of  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  laws  of 
that  State  upon  insurance  companies  of  other  States  doing  busi- 
ness in  that  State.  Plainly,  it  is  intended  that  as  the  law  of  that 
State  operates  upon  us,  so  the  law  of  this  State  must  operate  upon 
them,  and  the  same  payment  which  our  companies  must  make  as 
a  condition  to  doing  business  there,  their  companies  must  make 
as  a  condition  to  doing  business  here." 

VIOLATIONS   OV   LAW. 

Violations  of  the  insurance  law  in  placing  insurance  on  property 
in  this  State  in  companies  not  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
Illinois — commonly  called  underground  insurance  —  continue  to  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  this  department.  Reference  to  this  matter  has 
been  made  in  several  previous  reports — and  my  predecessor  in  of- 
fice instituted  a  considerable  number  of  suits  against  agents  and 
brokers    for  offenses  of  this    character,    quite  a  number  of    which 
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are  still  undisposed  of.  While  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  believing 
that  the  practice  of  underground  insurance  is  not  indulged  in  by 
many  responsible  and  prominent  agents,  nevertheless  there  are 
agents  with  whom  underground  insurance  appears  to  be  a  regular 
branch  of  business.  And  this  is  not  confined  to  property  in  this 
State — but  an  instance  might  be  cited  where  property  in  a  distant 
State  was  covered  with  underground  insurance  in  a  company  in  an 
equally  distant  State  through  the  medium  of  a  Chicago  broker. 
For  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  evil  of  unauthorized  insurance 
in  this  State  the  legislature  has  made  the  placing  of  insurance  in 
an  unauthorized  company  by  an  agent,  surveyor,  broker  or  any 
other  person  who  in  any  manner  niSs  in  transacting  the  business 
of  any  such  company,  an  unlawful  act,  and  has  imposed  a  penalty 
therefor — and  within  the  past  year  a  number  of  suits  have  been 
instituted  against  certain  agenis  and  brokers  in  Chicago  for  the 
penalty  for  thus  unlawfully  acting. 

NEW   LEGISLATION. 

The  enactments  of  the  last  legislature  relative  to  insurance  were: 

An  act  providing  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  acci- 
dent life  insurance  companies; 

An  act  providing  for  the  organization  and  regulation  of  county 
n^iutual  wind  storm  insurance  companies; 

Several  acts  amending  the  township  mutual  fire  insurance  law; 

An  act  amending  the  county  mutual  live  stock  insurance  law; 

And  an  act  amending  the  general  fire  insurance  law. 

This  act  amending  the  general  fire  insurance  law  of  March  11, 
18b9,  fixes  $100,000  as  the  amount  of  capital  required  of  a  stock 
company  in  order  to  incorporate  or  do  business  in  Chicago  as  well 
as  elsewhere  in  the  State.  It  also  changes  somewhat  the  provis- 
ions in  respect  to  organizing  a  mutual  company  and  requires 
those  hereafter  organizing  to  collect  a  full  premium  in  cash,  in  ad- 
vance, according  to  the  term  of  the  insurance,  and  to  fix  by  a  uni- 
form rule,  in  the  by-laws  and  policies,  the  contingent  mutual  lia- 
bility of  the  members.  In  addition  to  such  expression  of  the  con- 
tingent liability  of  the  members,  the  companies  are  permitted  to 
take  deposit  notes  for  the  same.  Companies  previously  organized 
and  doing  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  amendment 
are  authorized  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  amend- 
ment by  filing  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  a  resolution 
to  this  effect,  adopted  by  their  board  of  directors.  Two  cojnpanies 
have  thus  far  filed  such  resolution— the  Protection  Mutual,  of 
Chicago,  and  the  Manufacturers'  and  Merchants'  Mutual,  of  Rock- 
ford.  This  amendment  further  provides  that  mutual  companies 
doing  business  in  the  State  shall  maintain  a  re-insurance  reserve 
on  premiums,  authorizes  the  accumulation  of  a  permanent  fund, 
and  restricts  mutual  companies  admitted  into  this  State  to  the 
transaction  of  a  mutual  business  until  their  cash  assets  over  all 
liabilities,  including  re-insurance  reserve,  equal  the  amount  of  cap- 
ital stock  required  of  stock  companies.

His  Excellency,  Joseph  W.  Fifer,  Governor  of  Illinois: 

Sib: — Part  II  of  the  twenty-second  annual  insurance  report  of 
this  office,  relative  to  life  insurance,  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

There  are  at  this  date  thirty-six  companies  which  have  com- 
plied with  the  act  approved  March  26,  1869,  to  organize  and  reg- 
ulate the  business  of  life  insurance,  and  are  licensed  to  transact 
business  in  this  State.  The  accident  business  of  one  company — 
the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  San  Francisco, 
OaL, — which  does  both  a  life  and  an  accident  business,  and  com- 
bines both  in  one  statement,  is  necessarily  included  in  this  part 
of  the  report,  while  the  accident  business  of  other  companies,  ex- 
cept assessment,  will  be  found  in  Part  I  of  this  report. 

Thirty-eight  associations  or  societies  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  twenty-two  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
other  States,  transacting  the  business  of  life  or  accident  indemni- 
ty on  the   co-operative  or  assessment  plan,  have  filed  their  state- 
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ments  in  this  office,  as  required  by  the  act  governing  this  class  of 
associations,  and  are  authorized  or  licensed  to  continue  the  trans- 
action of  business  in  this  State. 

The  statements  of  these  companies  and  associations  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1889,  will  be  found  herein.  They  exhibit  the 
financial  condition  of  the  respective  companies  and  associations  on 
that  date,  the  general  business  transacted  by  them  during  1889, 
and  the  business  transacted  in  the  State  of  Illinois  during  the 
same  period. 

No  life  insurance  company  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  State 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report  has  retired  from  the  State,  and 
none  have  been  admitted. 

The  States  repi*esented  by  the  companies  which  have  complied 
with  the  law,  and  have  been  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
Illinois  during  the  current  year,  are  as  follows:

The  usual  statistical  tables  prepared  from  the  information  fur- 
nished by  the  annual  statements  of  companies  follow  hereafter. 
They  show  the  condition  and  bnainess  of  the  companies  in  a  form 
convenient  for  comparison,  and  summarized  results  for  the  infor- 
mation of  those  interested  in  such  statistics. 

Table  No.  4  is  a  comparison  of  the  legal  with  the  actual  reserves 
of  each  company.  The  columns  of  this  table  give,  respectively, 
the  reserves  legal  and  actual,  the  premiums  paid  and  xmpaid,  and 
the  ratios  existing  between  them,  and  the  department  by  which  the 
valuation  was  made.  The  combined  totals  of  this  table  show  that 
the  companies  had  on  hand  net  assets,  or  an  actual  reserye,  of 
$11462  for  every  $100  of  reserve  required  by  the  law. 

The  remaining  tables,  Nos.  5  to  19,  inclusive,  exhibit  in  detail 
the  business  transacted  in  this  State  during  1889,  the  character  and 
amount  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  all  companies  reporting  to  this 
office,  the  sources  and  amount  of  income,  the  expenditures,  and  the 
general  business  transacted  by  all  companies  doing  business  in  this 
State;  also  a  comparison  of  the  total  business  ^ansacted  in  the 
State  during  1889  with  that  of  1888  and  of  previous  years,  and  a 
comparison  of  the  aggregate  business  transacted  during  1889,  by 
all  companies  doing  busuiess  in  this  State,  with  the  business 
transacted  during  previous  years,  since  1869.

Not  including  accident  or  iudustrial  policies  in  these  figures,  we 
find  that  duriog  the  year  254,875  policies  were  issued  and  restored, 
and  $794,477,587.25  of  new  insurance  effected  therelby.

There  were  1,748,884  industrial  policies  issued  during  the  year 
by  three  companies  covering  $184,543,386  of  insurance,  and  1,220,720 
policies  terminated,  covering  $129,005,037. 

The  whole  number  of  policies  in  force  in  these  companies,  De- 
cember 31,  1889,  is,  exclusive  of  industrial  and  accident,  1,156,194, 
covering  $3,170,797,895,10  of  insurance. 

The  number  of  industrial  policies  in  force  is  3,276,965,  covering 
$355,500,467. 

The  number  of  accident  policies  in  force  in  the  company  trans- 
acting both  a  life  and  an  accident  business,  is  13,210,  covering 
$28,363,300  of  insurance. 

To  protect  these  obligations,  the  companies  held  $698,117,432.30 
of  net  assets,  being  19.64  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  at  risk. 

In  this  State,  during  the  year  1889,  15,592  life  insurance  policies, 
other  than  industrial,  were  issued,  covering  $48,205,897.27  of  in- 
surance, and  72,063  industrial  policies,  covering  $7,409,777  of 
insurance.  During  the  same  period  the  citizens  of  this  State  paid 
$6,448,083.38  of  premiums  on  life  insurance  policies,  other  than 
industrial,  and  received  $2,456,717.59  in  payment  of  losses  and 
claims.  On  industrial  policies  they  paid  $274,894.31  of  premiums, 
and  received  $75,863.58  in  payment  of  losses  and  claims.

No  changes  were  made  by  the  last  legislature  in  either  the  laws 
relating  to  life  insurance,  or  the  laws  relating  to  life  indemnity 
on  the  assessment  plan.  An  act  especially  relating  to  accident  in- 
surance, providing  for  the  incorporation  and  regulating  the  admis- 
sion of  capital  stock  companies  for  the  transaction  of  such  busi- 
ness, was  passed  by  the  legislature,  and  is  referred  to  in  Part  I 
•of  this  report 

Daring  the  year  1889  serious  complaints  were  indulged  in  by 
some  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America,  in  respect  to  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  that  in- 
stitution. It  was  charged  that  its  affairs  were  being  mismanaged 
and  its  funds  misused;  and  the  more  serious  charge  was  made 
that  a  great  fraud  had  been  perpetrated  upon  the  members  by 
the  collection  of  a  wholly  fictitious  death  claim  out  of  the  mortu- 
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ary  funds  contributed  by  them.  After  these  complainte  and 
charges  had  become  known,  and  were  generally  discussed  among 
the  members,  and  the  local  camps  of  the  order,  a  feeling  of  nn- 
easiness  and  distrust  in  the  affairs  of  the  institution  was  en- 
gendered, which  threatened  serious  injury  to  the  order.  Wiien 
this  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Auditor,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  make  an  official  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  in- 
stitution in  order  to  ascertain  its  condition  and  the  manner  in 
which  its  affairs  were  being  conducted,  and  to  enforce,  where 
necessary,  the  requirements  and  remedies  of  the  law  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  interests  of  its  members.  Such  investigation  was 
accordingly  made  in  the  month  of  November,  1889.  It  was  dis- 
covered that  the  order  was  in  a  flourishing  condition  in  resi>ect 
to  membership,  having  issued  during  1889  up  to  November  5, 
16,076  new  certificates,  and  having  in  force  on  November  5,  1889, 
a  membership  of  38,674.  In  other  respects,  however,  the  result- 
was  not  equally  satisfactory.  It  was  shown  that  the  official  annual 
statement  of  the  officers  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1888, 
rendered  to  the  Auditor,  did  not  present  a  truthful  exhibit  of  the 
liabilities  of  the  institution,  in  that  an  item  of  about  $10,000  for 
expenses  incurred  in  holding  the  head  camp  in  November,  1888, 
and  unpaid  December  31,  1888,  was  omitted. 

The  records  of  the  transactions  and  business  of  the  association 
were  found  to  have  been  kept  in  an  irregular,  loose  and  unbusi- 
ness  like  manner  prior  to  January  1,  1889,  inadmissible  in  associa- 
tions of  this  character,  where  the  officers  are  but  agents  of  the 
members  in  disbursing  the  money  contributed  by  them  and  in 
managing  the  business  for  them. 

The  accounts  prior  to  January  1,  1886,  had  been  kept  in  such 
incomplete  and  memorandum  form,  and  from  January  1,  1886,  to 
January  1,  1889,  no  ledger  had  been  kept,  so  that  it  appears  to 
have  been  impracticable  to  take  a  trial  balance  before  January  1, 
1889,  and  none  seems  to  have  been  taken  prior  to  that  date.  It 
was  the  practice  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  the  disburse- 
ment of  the  expense  fund,  payable  to  the  party  named  or  bearer, 
and  require  no  receipt,  voucher  of  payment  or  endorsement  from 
the  person  receiving  the  money  thereon. 

The  matter  of  furnishing  supplies  to  the  head  camp,  and  sup- 
plies, regalia,  etc.,  for  the  subordinate  camps,  which  were  in  some 
cases  contracted  for  with  brokers  or  third  parties,  was  being  made 
a  source  of  profit  to  some  one,  and  the  members  were  consequently 
being  made  to  pay  more  for  these  articles  than  the  actual  cost  of 
procuring  the  same. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  were  nearly  twenty  thousand 
paying  members,  money  was  being  borrowed  and  advanced  in  pay- 
ment of  expenses,  and  the  additional  expense  of  interest  for  these 
loans  entailed  on  the  members. 

Various  sums  of  money  had  at  different  times  been  borrowed 
from   the  mortuary  fund   to  pay   expenses,  and   although  subse- 
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quently  returned  to  that  fund  yet  at  the  date  of  the  examination 
the  mortuary  fund  had  been  drawn  on  in  the  payment  of  expenses 
for  a  considerable  amount. which  had  not  been  returned  to  it, 
and  orders  for  a  much  larger  amount  had  been  drawn  on  the 
treasurer  for  the  payment  of  expenses  and  were  outstanding  and 
unpaid. 

A  serious  fraud  also  was  found  to  have  beeii  perpetrated  upon 
the  members,  by  causing  a  false  and  fraudulent  death  claim  to  be 
paid'  from  the  mortuary  funds  under  Rrarely  suspicious  circum- 
stances. This  claim  purported  to  be  for  the  death  of  one  John 
Bernum,  a  pretended  deceased  member  of  the  association,  whereas 
the  name  was  that  of  a  fictitious  person  in  which  name  a  certifi- 
cate had  been  issued  in  May,  1888,  upon  an  application  recom- 
mended by  some  one  under  a  fictitious  name,  pretending  to  be  a 
deputy  Head  Consul  of  the  order.  The  pretended  proofs  in  this 
case  alleged  that  the  death  occurred  in  Texas,  and  that  the 
deceased  was  buried  in  Ohio,  Although  it  is  claimed  that  investi- 
gation was  made  as  to  the  bona  fide  character  of  this  claim  before 
payment,  it  is  now  admitted  that  these  proofs  are  wholly  false  as 
to  death,  burial  and  persons  certifying  thereto.  In  the  payment 
of  this  claim  the  Head  Consul  by  letter  directs  the  Head  [banker 
to  forward  draft  to  him,  at  Lyons,  Iowa,  for  the  amount,  stating 
that  Mrs.  Amanda  Bernum,  the  beneficiary,  was  visiting  her  uncle 
who  lives  a  few  miles  in  the -country,  and  that  he  told  her  to  call 
for  the  money. 

This  draft  bears  the  endorsement  of  his  name  and  that  of  the 
pretended  beneficiary,  to  whom  he  claims  tp  have  paid  the  money 
m  his  own  ofiice.  It  is  claimed  that  all  trace  of  the  pretended 
beneficiary  is  lost  at  this  point.  Only  certified  copies  of  the 
proofs  of  loss  in  this  case  were  found  in  the  office  of  the  associa- 
tion at  the  time  of  the  examination.  The  originals  were  in  the 
possession  of  the  Head  Consul,  who  failed  to  produce  them  to  the 
examiners  after  demand  therefor. 

On  December  21,  1889,  the  facts  ascertained  by  this  examina- 
tion were  reported  to  the  Attorney  General,  who  began  proceed- 
ings by  complaint  in  the  circuit  court  of  Whiteside  county,  at  the 
February  term  of  this  year,  to  require  the  officers  to  show  cause 
why  they  should  not  be  removed  from  office. 

The  appointment  of  a  temporary  receiver,  or  trustee,  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  order  pending  the  trial,  was  also  asked  by  the 
Attorney  General,  but  the  court  decided  that  it  had  no  authority 
usder  tne  statute  to  take  such  action. 

In  the  matter  of  the  original  proceedings  the  attorneys  of  the 
officers — excepting  the  Head  Physician — demurred  to  the  complaint 
on  the  ground  of  want  of  jurisdiction  of  the  court  and  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  complaint.  The  demurrer  was  overruled,  except 
as  to  the  form  of  some  of  the  charges.  After  amendment  of  these, 
to  meet  the  views  of  the  court,  the  officers  were  ruled  to  answer. 
The  time  given  in  which  to  answer  carried  the  case  over  to  the 
May  term. 
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The  State  asked  to  have  the  case  set  for  trial  at  this  term,  but 
the  defendants  opposed  this  and  asked  that  the  Case  be  referred 
to  the  master  in  chancery  and  continued,  which  was  granted. 

In  February  of  the  present  year  the  National  Accident  Associa- 
iion  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  filed  a  petition  in  the  circuit  court 
of  Sangamon  county  for  a  mandamus  to  comi)el  the  Auditor  to 
issue  to  it  license  to  transact  business  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
under  the  statute  governing  mutual  assessment' indemnity  associa- 
tions. Application  had  been  made,  and  license  refused  on  the 
ground  that  the  association  was  not  such  an  one  as  the  Auditor 
was  authorized  to  license  under  the  act  aforesaid.  It  was  not 
such  an  association  as  could  be  organized  under  the  statute,  and 
was  not  transacting  such  a  business  as  was  authorized  or  contem- 
plated by  the  statute. 

The  plan  of  its  organization  provided  for  two  classes  of  mem- 
bers—indemnity members  and  executive  members.  The  business 
and  property  of  the  association  was  represented  by  thirty  thousand 
shares,  distributed  in  the  first  instance  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
-corporators — transferrable  on  assignment — and  with  no  fixed  or  par 
value. 

The  holders  of  these  shares  were  designated  "executive  mem- 
bers." They  elected  the  ofiicers  and  had  exclusive  and  entire 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  through  a  board 
of  management,  elected  by  them,  controlled  all  collections  and 
disbursements,  determined  the  amount  of  premiums  or  assessments, 
and  the  amount  to  be  paid  therefrom  to  the  expense  fund,  and 
were  entitled  to  retain  to  their  own  benefit  the  amount  of  the  ex- 
pense fund  over  and  above  the  amount  actually  required  for  the 
payment  of  expenses. 

The  indemnity  members  were  to  pay  stipulated  sums,  at  fixed 
intervals,  as  consideration  for  the  insurance.  These  indemnity 
members  had  no  voice  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  as- 
sociation or  the  election  of  its  oflScers  or  managers. 

The  plan  of  organization  and  management  was  substantially  that 
of  a  joint  stock  company,  though  without  actual  fixed  or  paid  up 
capital,  and  its  business  was  practically  insurance  for  premiums. 

To  the  petition  for  mandamus  the  Attorney  General,  on  behalf 
of  the  Auditor,  filed  a  general  demurrer,  which  was  sustained  by 
the  court.  From  this  judgment  the  association  appealed;  but  it  is 
understood  to  be  its  purpose  to  make  such  changes  in  its  plan  of 
organization  and  business  as  will  remove  these  objections. 

Durinff  the  past  year  a  good  many  assessment  endowment  insti- 
tutions, from  all  parts  of  the  country,  have  been  flooding  this  State 
with  their  advertising  circulars,  and  sending  out  their  agents  to 
proclaim  to  the  people  the  superiority  of  their  marvelous  schemes, 
and  to  induce  them  to  invest  in  the  magnificent  promises  issued 
by  these  institutions  and  to  be  obtained  at  such  a  comparatively 
insignificant  cost.  These  promises  provide  for  the  payment  of  a 
stipulated  amount  at  the  end  of  a  fixed  period — usually  $1,000  at 
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the  end  of  seven  years  —in  consideration  of  an  estimated  or  virtually 

guaranteed  numbar  of  assessments  at  a  given  rate.  The  legislature 
ad  not  seen  fit  to  provide  by  statute  for  licensing  institutions  of 
this  character  to  do  business  in  this  State,  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  this  office  that  the  policy  of  our  laws,  and  the  proper  interpre- 
tation of  the  insurance  statutes,  prohibited  their  operations  in  this 
State.  Therefore  it  became  the  plain  duty  of  this  office  to  deter- 
mine the  legal  rights  of  these  institutions  in  this  State,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  was  accordingly  requested  in  the 
premises,  in  respect  to  several  of  them — upon  submission  of  papers 
and  documents  setting  forth  their  plan  and  the  character  ana  man- 
ner of  their  business.  In  the  opinion  given  by  him,  the  Attorney 
General  pronounces  their  operations  in  this  State  violations  of  law, 
and  states  that  any  person  acting  as  agent,  or  being  instrumental 
in  securing  or  inducing  any  one  to  become  a  member  of  such  as- 
sociations, is  liable  to  prosecution  and  fine  under  the  insurance 
laws. 

Accordingly  suit  was  instituted  against  an  agent  of  the  Order 
of  iJquity,  at  the  January  term  of  the  circuit  court  of  Sangamon 
county,  to  recover  the  penalty  for  transacting  the  business  of  in- 
surance in  violation  of  law.  The  court  found  him  guilty  of  vio- 
lating the  insurance  laws  of  the  State,  and  imposed  the  penalty 
provided  therefor. 

It  is  known  that  there  are  other  agents  transacting  a  similar 
business  in  this  State  for  other  institutions  of  like  character,  who 
are  therefore  guilty  of  a  similar  offense.  A  like  treatment  will  be 
accorded  to  them  upon  apprehension  and  proper  evidence.
